HENRY FORD ON RUSSIA. 


“The intoxication of assuming the masterful position of a 
critic of the social system—which it i3 every man’s right to as­ 
sume—is unbalancing at first. The very young critic is almost 
Bure to be unbalanced. He is strongly in favor of wiping off the 
whole world and starting a new one. They actually managed to 
start a new world in Russia. 
It is there that the work of the 
world makers can best be studied. We learn from Russia that 
it is the minority and not the majority who determine destructive , 
action. We learn also that while men may decree social laws in 
conflict with natural laws, Nature vetoes those laws more ruth­ 
lessly than could the Czars. Nature has vetoed the whole Soviet 
Republic. For it sought to deny Nature. It denied, above all else, 
the right to the fruits of labor. Some people say, “Russia will have 
to go to work,” but that does not describe the case. The fact is 
that poor Russia is at work, but her work counts for nothing. It 
is not free work. In the United States a workman works eight 
hours a day; in Russia, he works twelve to fourteen. 
In the 
United States, if a workman wishes to lay off for a day or a week, 
and is able to afford it, there is nothing to prevent him. 
In 
Russia, under Sovietism, the workman goes to work whether he 
wants to or not. The freedom of the citizen has disappeared in 
the discipline of a prison-like monotony in which all are treated 
alike. That is slavery. Freedom is the right to work a decent 
length of time and to get a decent living for doing so; to be able 
to arrange the little personal details of one’s own life. It is the 
aggregate of these and many other items of freedom which makes 
up the great idealistic Freedom.”

CHANGE OF BASE. 
From southern seas the authors come astride of sharks and 
whales; the island graft is out of plumb, and now it’s desert tales. 
They fed us up on hidden reefs and all that coral bunk; and now 
they turn to desert chiefs, who’re equally as punk. They wearied 
us with blue lagoons, and damsels dark and fat, and now they 
hand us Bedouin prunes, and let it go at that. Some gifted damo- 
zel or dame produced a Bedouin tale; it brought her seven kinds 
of fame and fourteen kinds of kale. 
When this occurred the 
authors all were earning bread and cheese, by writing stories, 
large and small, about the southern seas. 
But when they saw 
that desert chiefs were strictly in the swim, they passed up all 
their coral reefs, horizons far and dim. 
Tile dusky damsels, 
promptly canned, were left in native state; and to the wastes of 
shifting sand the authors pulled their freight. For southern seas 
I told no brief, but they are better far than is the bughouse 
Bedouin chief who’s now the fiction star. 
And now for weary 
months, gadzooks, the desert stuff will reign, until the sandy 
line of books gives every one a pain. And then at last some chap 
will write another kind of tale, and all the authors, in a night, 
will camp upon his trail. 


THE STEEL LINE-UP. 


Authoritatively figures concerning the steel industry do not 
support the notion that any merger of independent companies can 
be a match for the United States steel corporation. 
U. S. steel is still, and it is likely to remain, the behemoth of 
the steel industry, setting its own pace and making its own prices, 
and thus, informally at least, determining the prices of steel pro­ 
ducts generally. 
In a serious competitive fight, it could prob­ 
ably put out of business any 
possible combination 
brought 
against it. 
The independents have survived so far mainly on the toler­ 
ance of the big corporation. It has been content to let them have 
a fair share of business in order to avoid the appearance 
of 
monopoly, public condemnation and dissolution under the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law. It may continue its leadership as long as it 
pursues this policy. 
Otherwise, the government will be obliged 
to step in and do by regulation or dispersion what private com­ 
petition does not seem capable of doing.
